would emulate the U.S.’s example, 
which begs the question: why 
would Alberta forsake national 
policy to follow the example of 
the man who has just been 
declared the most anti-environ- 
mental U.S. president ever? 

“The Alberta government sees 
the future of the province very 
much through the lens of the oil 
industry,” explains David 
Hocking, communications direc- 
tor of the David Suzuki 
Foundation. 


There have been a plethora of 
articles telling adians that all 
this hoopla over Kyoto is a bit of a 
crock. Not only is it not going to 
cost us very much financially to 
implement, but as environmental 
policies go, this one is pretty 


has, in fact, cobbled 
enough exemptions to all 

but eliminate any reductions in 
greenhouse gas emissions. And 
even iiber-conservatives like 
Southam columnist Andrew 
Coyne are coming forward to say 
that the costs of implementing 
Kyoto are negligible. 

So although Klein hasn’t been 
known to choke on pretzels, he 
does share one very lucrative and 
motivating interest with George 
W. — oil. Call it the all-powerful 
axis of oil. Hocking remains opti- 
mistic, however. “Kyoto is a glob- 
al attempt, the only global attempt, 
to deal with these issues and as 
such it will go forward.”

THE RAMBLING ROSES REVUE 


Saturday, May 25 
At Second Fiddle Books 


AS THE RAMBLING ROSES (LUANN 
Kowalek, Wendy McNeill and Jen 
Kraatz) split Edmonton for points 
south last January, they did so 
with modest expectations. Like all 
road-trips though, happenstance 
and circumstance provided many 
stories, empowering challenges 
and a friendship that stood the 
test of going together down many 
roads. 

“Tt wasn’t just in the van,” 
groans McNeill, “it was the hotel 
room, the gig, the restaurant...” 

Knowing each other only as 
musical acquaintances previously, 
the three possess very diverse 
musical styles and personalities, 
which made for interesting times. 
Besides the harmonies they devel- 
oped as they drove — “Three of 
us rehearsing them 24 hours a 
day,” says Kraatz — each experi- 
enced the other's peculiarities 
first-hand.

Kraatz and McNeill agree that 
Kowalek was indispensable. 


“She’s such a sweetie,” says 
Kraatz. “She was the balance 
between Wendy and I. On the trip 
she worked so hard. She’s a beau- 
tiful woman with a heart of gold.” 

“Oh how wonderful she is. 
Beautiful and talented. I didn’t 
know she was so wise,” Kraatz 
says of McNeill, adding, “I found 
out that she needs her food. If she 
doesn’t have her food she goes a 
little crazy.” Which may explain 
the rationed candy Kraatz had 
secreted around their vehicle. 

The others also did what they 
could to help develop one of soft- 
spoken Kraatz’s more, um, 
endearing traits. 

“TL said, ‘What?’ more often then 
I took a u-turn,” McNeill says of 
the whispering one, “and we took 
a lot of u-turns.”

IF CHRIS MURRAY CRASHES ON 
your couch, he might wake you 
up recording a new song on his 
four-track. 

Murray can turn any place — 
the back seat of a car, your couch 
— into a recording studio. “[On 
the new album] there’s probably 
like a dog bark or train noise 
somewhere,” he says. “It’s very 
faint, but on the first album 
there’s a helicopter going over- 
head.” 

With two solo four-track releas- 
es since the evaporation of King 
Apparatus, Murray has become 
the master of a device that was 
cutting-edge studio technology in 
the days of the Beatles and Lee 
Perry. His roots-ska songs have 
won praise for cultivated song- 
writing and the raw sincerity of 
their lo-fi production. 

Murray’s live performance 
harkens back to playing acoustic 
around the campfire. “That's 
where I learned to play guitar,” he 
says. “In many ways my act is the 
same, just getting up ona wooden 
box or a stage and playing songs 
and encouraging people to get 
involved.” 


Don’t judge Murray by his low-__ 


key, lo-fi appearance alone; this 
guy has done. some.amazing col- 
laborations. As well as having 
writing credits on releases by 
Hepcat, Skavoovie, and Stubborn 
All-Stars, he’s jammed with ska 
pioneer Laurel Aitken and 2tone 
legends the Specials, and right 
now, he’s partway through a pro- 
ject with the Slackers that might 
become a full album. 

After the fall of the third wave, 
trad ska has flourished, as demon- 
strated by Canadian bands like 
General Rudie and the Operators, 
who will share the Power Plant 
stage with Murray. “Whatever 


you're getting into, you learn by 
emulating what's been done 
before,” he explains. “That old 
style is very musical, whereas the 
modern stuff is more power-ori- 
ented. 

“That type of ska that hit Top 40 
and MTV didn’t come out of the 
ska scene that many hardcore ska 
fans were in for a really long 
time,” says Murray. “I played 
with almost every ska band that 
was active through the ‘90s, but I” 
never played a show with Reel Big 
Fish, Goldfinger or No Doubt. I 
think that’s what a lot of people 
were exposed to and told, okay, 
this is what ska is.” 

But now that the trendy co-opt- 
ing of ska has blown over, bands 
that hopped on the ska bandwag- 
on are long gone, and the people 
involved before the media atten- 
tion are still playing it. “It’s posi- 
tive how many people have stuck 
it out through hard times,” 
Murray says.

And from writer-director 
Majid Majidi comes Baran (Rain), 
another tale of Afghani refugees 
struggling to survive in Iran 

Luckily, those Iranian directors 
are a crafty bunch. Closely 
watched by film censors, who 
until recently held script approval 
over works in progress, they 
smuggle social critique into films 
that would never see the light of 
day if their content were viewed 
as even remotely seditious. 

And so it is with Majidi’s fol- 
lowup to his art house hit The 
Colour of Paradise. Baran depicts 
the coming-of-age of Latif 
(Hossein Abedini), a rambunc- 
tious teenager who works ona 
construction site in Tehran serv- 
ing tea to the crew of mostly 
Afghani labourers.

EUROPEAN FILMMAKERS HAVE 
done wonderful things with 
American genres. The French 
New Wavers gave new style and 
meaning to the gangster film, 
Sergio Leone revitalized the west- 
ern by adding the spaghetti, and 
in 1996 Erik Skoldbjaerg reworked 
the film noir by taking it out of 
shadowy urban America and 
transplanting it to the stark 24- 
hour daylight of a tiny Norwegian 
town near the Arctic Circle. 

As is the fate of many highly 
acclaimed foreign films, Insomnia 
is getting a Western makeover. It’s 
the kind of news that causes film 
lovers to cringe with memories of 
Vanilla Sky falling short of 
Alejandro Amenabar’s Abre Los 
Ojos, Point of No Return stripping 
the style from Luc Besson’s La 
Femme Nikita, or City of Angels 
crapping on Wim Wender’s Wings 
of Desire. Even the mere mention 
of Richard Gere in Intersection or 
Breathless is rumoured to cause 
movies guides to burst into 
flames. 

The American version of 
Insomnia succeeds, however, 
because British director Chris 
Nolan (Memento) provides more 
than just an obvious plot, recog- 
nizable actors and a subtitle-free 
screen.

FRENCH PORNOGRAPHY MUST BE 
way hot. Did you know that in 
France, pornography is still shot 
on film and plots involve complex 
psychoanalytical symbolism? 
Well, it does and they do, accord- 
ing to Le Pornographe, a French 
film by Bertrand Bonello, anyhow 

Le Pornographe is less about the 
dispirited smut-makers than it is 
about art. However, in spite of all 
its strengths, somethings not 
quite right about this movie. 

Jean Pierre Léaud is Jacques 
Laurent, a director who once 
made pornography as an act of 
rebellion, then found himself 
good enough at it to make a career 
of it. Then he stopped. Fallow for 
years, he returns to the craft to 
help pay the bills. 

A long-lost son Joseph (Jérémie 
Renier), whose shame of his 
father’s vocation drove him to a 
bohemian life organizing his own 
revolution, tracks Laurent down 
to make amends. During this time, 
Laurent’s life slowly erodes as he 
struggles with the joylessness of 
his world, 

The most interesting parts of the 
film involve Joseph’s budding 
consciousness of the superficiality 
of his revolution, and Jacques 
own struggle with the limpness of 
his passions. He directs an actress 
to hold back, to be mechanical, to 
leave the passion to him. But the 
demand for hotness overrides his 
creativity again and again. No 
longer is his work an expression 
of humanity, but it only reinforces 
the prescribed stereotypes and 
devolves into mere functionality.

CINDY BAKER: Plexigias Box 


Baker has constructed a phone-booth sized plexiglas box in which she walks through 
the city streets. As an awkward, uncomfortable construct, the box provides a barrier 
between the artist and her surroundings, but also effectively places her on display for 
the public. The performance also demonstrates tension between the idea of the pas- 
sive female body presented for consumption, and the reality of the intense labour 
required to walk wearing the box 


The artist maintains an ongoing focus on the boundaries between "sanctioned attis- 
tic activity (presented through galleries and festival settings) and that which takes 
place in unexpected settings, prompting a variety of audience responses. By 
performing in western Canadian cities that are not familiar with performance art, 
Baker emphasizes the question of whether experimental work presented by artist-run 
centres is really speaking to itself or to a larger public 


Cindy Baker received her BFA from the University of Alberta, and is the Program 
Coordinator at AKA Artist-Run Centre in Saskatoon. She is an interdisciplinary artist 
who has exhibited at the Gallery of Southwest Manitoba and the Edmonton Art 
Gallery, amongst others. She has performed her interventionist works throughout 
western Canada. 


LORI CLARKE: Breathe 


Breathe is a video installation and performance that incorporates images from the 
history of medicine and combines them with video imaging technology. The piece 
creates an environment in which the viewer has an intense sensory experience in a 
public space, thereby blurring the line between the individual physical self and 
societal spaces. 


Lori Clarke’s work meets at the junction between the functions of the human body 
and our attempts to map those functions. Using music, video, installation and 
performance, Clarke seeks to establish relationships between the work and the audi- 
ence, through the larger body of work called SOMALORE, or the "stories of bodies." 


Based in Newfoundland, Clarke is a multi-disciplinary artist who received a BFA in 
Inter-arts from Concordia University, and a Master of Arts in Somatic Psychology 
from the California Institute of integral Studies. She has presented performances in 
St. John’s and New York. d 


RACHEL ECHENBERG: STILL 


The work of Rachel Echenberg is primarily concerned with the ephemeral in different 
urban contexts that negate the work- and consumption-driven city. As an individual 

_ who inserts her presence into socially homogenous spaces, Echenberg highlights 
the individual as opposed to the societal, and creates space in which "poetic voice" 
can be heard in the urban context. 





_ Stillis a public meditation in which the artist wears a stethoscope that is attached to 

~ her body. Participants, putting on the instrument, will listen to the sounds of the 
artist's body: heartbeat, breath, pulse, gurgles, stretches, creaks and silence. Both 
individual and intimate, the work is a small intervention in the participant's daily 
routine, made by appointment. 


Echenberg is a performance and multidisciplinary artist whose work focuses on 
situation-specific actions that explore a shared, live presence. She has taken part in 
artist residencies and workshops in Quebec and the United States and is active in 
the performance collective Play Group. Since 4992 her solo work has been 
presented in exhibitions, symposiums and art festivals throughout Canada and in 
Switzerland, France and Poland. = Ea : 
























Together we is a collective event coordinated by Forkert, involving a 20-minute guid- 
ed walking tour through Edmonton. Each participant will wear a backpack containing 
a bag of water with a small hole. As the group walks through the streets, they will 
leave a small trail of water behind them, as a subtle marker of where they have been. 





The piece focuses on dynamics of ‘safety in numbers,’ or belonging and identity in a 
group, as well as collective and individual dynamics. While the backpacks are part of 
@ ‘uniform’ that designates the participants as a group, issues around gender, culture 
and class will create different experiences for each individual. The walking route will 
incorporate neighbourhoods both wealthy and impoverished, commercial and 
residential, old and new. 


Kirsten Forkert holds a BFA from the Nova Scotia College of Art and Design and a 
Master of Fine Art in Interdisciplinary Studies from Simon Fraser University. She has 
performed at the 7A-11D Performance-Art Festival (Toronto), as well as in Vancouver, 
Montreal, Halifax and London, England. She has exhibited her work in solo and group 
exhibitions in Vancouver, Montreal, Calgary and Britain. 


EMILY HEATH: Spacehead (tans la lune) 


In this work, Emily Heath wears a large plastic dome on her head as 
she walks the corridors of West Edmonton Mall. The dome acts as a 
physical barrier that demonstrates the struggle of the individual to 
integrate herself — or resist integration — into her surroundings. 


The piece also foregrounds the disjunctive nature of the shopping mall’ 
as a ‘public’ space that is privately-owned or territorial, and the difficulty 
of retaining personal identity or meaning in spaces which are over- 
whelmed by commercial saturation. Drawing on metaphors of deep-sea 
«§ or outer space exploration, the work expresses an ideal self-contained 
4 independence, and how this idea resists an inhospitable environment. 


Emily Heath is originally from London, England, and studied at the 
Glasgow School of Art, from which she received her BA. She has per- 
formed in Glasgow and exhibited in Scotland and Montreal. She is the 
recipient of awards from the Royal Scottish Academy, and currently lives 
in Montreal.

MARK JONES: Body@Rest 


Connecting themes of surveillance, identity and dream narratives, Body @ Rest is an inter- 
active performance installation piece that will be performed on-site at Latitude 53. A 
performer enacts a dream-state, wearing body sensors that report her biofeedback, which 
is then sent to a computer for analysis; the result is a digitally-driven stream of sound and 
video that is projected back onto the sleeper. 


The work is based on a fictional character, August, and presents a non-linear narrative 
of August's dream life. Viewers may watch August in sleep, get to know her through the 
images and sounds projected, and attempt to reconcile their own intrusion onto this 
intimate setting with a desire to see into a person's secret life. As surveillance technology 
continues to become more common and more sophisticated, the private lives of 
individuals are constantly on display. Body @ Rest asks questions regarding the 
responsibility of the viewer versus the creator and the distance provided to the viewer 

by the camera. 


Mark Jones is an interactive installation artist and communications consultant whose 
work focuses on the intersection between culture and technology. He holds a degree in 
theatre from York University, and is currently the Director of Cyberstage Communications, 
working with artists and industry in new technology.

HOW WILL YOU FEEL WHEN A 
woman you've just met invites 
you to listen to the sounds that 
her body makes through a stetho- 
scope? Or when your conversa- 
tion with a stranger becomes part 
of an installation piece?

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we're in a population explosion. 
Up till now,” says Janes, “space 
isn’t something that we've had to 
deal with. People are becoming 
much more aware of their own 
personal space. There’s more of a 
territoriality.” 

Janes says that Visualeyez and 
the May Week festivals are the 
only ones to focus explicitly on the 
social and political. Visualeyez, he 
“will make you think 
about these issues.’ 

He also promises that it will 
transcend them. “I hate to use this 
word, but I think there’s some- 
thing really magical about perfor- 
mances where every single one is 
different, that may be something 
that only the two of you experi- 
In a society “where every- 
thing is mass produced and indi- 
viduality is something that’s 
either a marketing ploy or some- 
thing that’s frowned upon,” says 
Janes, unique experience 1S as 
exciting as it is intriguing.

bone deep sleep is primarily concerned with the individual privacy of the body. 
Viewers remove their shoes when they enter the gallery space, and walk 
across floors covered in white cotton and plaster casts of women’s body 
parts. The muted lighting and lullabies playing in the room create a space that 
suggests comfort, but the casts scattered across the floor present women’s 
uneasy feelings of physical fragmentation. 


The body acts as both a public and private space that inhabits our larger 
society, and in which culture is housed. In the body the conceptual and physi-- 
cal come together, as do the visual and sensual; Lubimova and Stoddard 
integrate elements of the various senses to situate the work firmly in the

Agents of chaos 


Audience gets first look at 
long-awaited project 


don’t think anyone will have seen 
anything like this before,” says 
artistic producer Heather Redfern. 

If you've never seen a Catalyst 
show — deftly constructed and 
tightly integrated, with design so 
achingly beautiful that you fall in 
love with the genre all over.again 
— then you know only part of 
what Edmonton theatre is capa- 
ble. 

And The Blue Orphan raises the 
bar. “Everything keeps getting 
better, more sophisticated, with 
our shows,” says Redfern. “Pootsie 
Plunket had four people. This one 
has nine. It’s by far the largest 
show we've done, technically and 
otherwise. Were using every 
light, every piece of sound equip- 
ment, every resource available to 
us for this show.” All to the good, 
since the show travels to 
Edinburgh and Glasgow after its 
premiere here in Edmonton. 

With The Blue Orphan, creators 
Joey Tremblay and Jon 
Christenson continue their fasci- 
nation with dream worlds, unful- 
filled achievements and empires 
in decline. An old mill town, 
Crooked Creek is an industrial 
and social wasteland that con- 
trasts starkly with the shining 
hopes of its eccentric inhabitants, 
who include Harold, an agorapho- 
bic orphan who fears that leaving 
his “safe room” will create a chain 
of events that will destroy human- 
ity; Ormand the Brute, a former 
violinist and now a disfigured 
outcast; Hortense, a waif who sells 
paper butterflies on the street. The 
characters go about their lives, 
aimless and alienated, as the clock 
in the town square ticks off the 
moments before a storm which

(Some of the fruits of 
that research were displayed in 4 
the installation Paper Flight Cocoa 
Storm at the 2000 Fringe.) Central 
to the play is the concept of the 
butterfly effect: that chaotic sys 
tems (like weather) have a sensi- 
tive dependence on initial condi- 
tions — or, more succinctly, thata 
butterfly flapping its wings in 
Brazil can ultimately cause a hur 
ricane in Texas. Here the ripples 
aren’t in the air but between peo- 
ple: we watch the far-reaching 
consequences of their actions 
unfold. 

“Where Pootsie was tougher 
more conflicting, Orphan is much 
softer, more meditative,” notes 
Redfern. “It’s very romantic, 
humanistic. The characters are 
very real, but also very mythic 
there's a character who's trying 
metamorphose into a butterfly. 
The strength of that is that the 
characters say a lot of things that 
we think about but just brush off. | 

All these characters put it on the 
surface.” That kind of quirky se" 
sibility, combined with a hint of 
dark irony, is the hallmark of ; 
Tremblay and Christensen’s wor
